Q.— W here is the A rk of the Cove­ 
nant that was used by the Israelites in 
connection 
w ith their religious rites 
and ceremonies in the Tabernacle of 
the W ilderness? 
I have heard of d if- J 
ferent rumors as to where it m ight be 
at the present tim e, one of which is to 
the effect th at it was placed in the 
great Pyram id of Egypt in a secret 
chamber of the Prophet Jerem iah, and 
that it w ill yet be brought forth from 
its hiding place and revealed to the 
world at the proper tim e. 
There are i 
many th at are interested in this ques­ 
tion; can you throw any light on the 
m atter? 
(S, J. W .) 
Answer.—The Ark of the Covenant 
which was made under the directions 
of Moses and placed in the Most Holy 
of the Tabernacle was afterwards de­ 
posited by King Solomon in the Holy 
of Holies of the magnificent temple 
which the King had erected unto the 
Lord. 
(I Kings Ti, 19.) 
At that time 
it contained only the two tables of the 
Lew which Moses had placed there at 
Horeb. The golden pot of manna and 
Aaron’s rod that budded had been re­ 
moved or had become lost prior to the 
time of Solomon. 
(I Kings viii, 1-9.) 
When the Temple was destroyed and 
the Israelites were taken captive to 
Babylon by Nebuchadnezzar, many of 
the golden vessels were carried away, 
but nothing is said concerning the Ark 
or as to what finally became of it 
It 
was never heard of after this time, and 
there are no records of its having been 
used in the later Temples that were 
erected in Jerusalem. 
The basis for 
the Pyramid legend is found in one of 
the books of the Apocrypha, where It 
is stated that the Prophet Jeremiah 
“being warned of God” took the Ark 
and burled it in a cave on Mt. SinaL 
This narrative has been twisted by 
some and interpreted to mean that M t 
Sinai is the Pyramid and tho cave is 
the secret chamber.

ered; if it was left until the following 
morniug it corrupted and bred worms, 
though the mauua gathered on Friday

His text: “ Men©, Mene, 
Tekel, Fpharistn— weighed 
in 
the 
balance and found wanting” (I>anl. 
5: 25. 28.) He said: 
W hile our message for today is 
‘‘meat in due season” to the House­ 
hold of Faith and every way most 
important to be understood, it is nev­ 
ertheless a subject difficult to treat 
without giving offense, without being 
misunderstood, 
without 
seeming 
harsh. 
Bear with me, then, while 
expressing what I believe to be the 
Divine Message, in just as kindly h 
manner as I know how. 
The Scriptures which I may quote 
in support of my presentations seem 
harsh, almost to crelty, but I assure 
you, my hearers, that I am not re 
sponsible for the language used. 
My 
responsibility is to speak the word of 
the Lord. 
In doing this I shall en­ 
deavor to present the Lord’s words in 
(JLS kindly a manner as possible, and 
so far as possible explain some of the 
harsher expressions; but I must not 
shun to declare the whole counsel of 
God— and as fully as I believe He 
w’ould now have His 
people 
under­ 
stand it. 
There was no Mystic Babylon in 
the days of Jesus and tile Apostles. 
The expressions therefore in Revela­ 
tion bearing upon 
Mystic 
Babylon, 
were phophetic of the Systems and 
conditions which have since arisen 
in the Church. 
The wold ‘‘Babylon’ 
has a double significance. 
It comes 
from “ Babel.” 
It calls 
our 
minds 
back to the period when the sons of 
Noah lost faith in the Divine, Provi- 
dention care, and the promise of the 
rainbow, and endeavored to erect a 
structure for their own preservation 
— the Tower of Babel. 
This attempt 
led to the confusion of tongues. 
Sim ilarly, following 
the 
days 
of 
the Apostles and the persecution of 
the * early Church, an attempt was 
made to erect a great religious Sys­ 
tem for the Church’s protection, not 
waiting for and reiving upon the Di­ 
vine promise that Messiah 
in 
due 
time would come 
and establish His 
Kingdom for the world’s blessing. 
The religious Tower of Babel was, 
primarily, Papacy. 
It w'as a wonder­ 
ful structure so far as it went, but 
it neYer accomplished the designs ot 
its founders. 
It never mastered the 
situation and established the Church 
far above the power and influence of 
the civil governments and 
earthly 
monarchs. 
It was when the ToW*r of Babel 
rose to a considerable height in dig­ 
nity and grandeur that the Lord man 
ifested His power amongst the work­ 
men, and confounded their speeches. 
Disconcerted, the further building of 
the Tower ceased, and the people ot 
the different languages set up each 
for himself according to the different 
ideals. 
This corresponds well with 
the Protestant 
Reformation 
move­ 
ment,* and the various denominations 
into which those once Catholics be­ 


came divided. 
Babylon and Its W all. 
Another 
thought 
connected 
with 
our subject is that the literal city of 
Babylon was a prototype, a prophetic 
figure of Mystic Babylon. 
I he name 
Babylon signifies “ The gate of God” 
the gateway by which aocess to God 
is to be attained. 
This in effect was 
the claim made by Papacy, and the 
claim she still makes, that she is a 
great city, a great Kingdom, that she 
bas a great wall of divine salvation 
and protection about 
her—a 
great 
wall built of ignorance and supersti­ 
tion, say her enemies. 
In 
the 
Book of Revelation Jesus 
prophetically pictured the greatness 
of this city, tnis spiritual empire. 
It 
is essentially religious, although it 
includes the great kingdoms of earth, 
vh tth unitedly are styled Christen­ 
dom- 
This great city, Babylon, is rep­ 
resented as being divided Into ten 
different wards, each of which repre­ 
sents one of the kingdoms of Chris­ 
tendom, and which correspond to the 
ten horns of the symbolic beast Com­ 
pare Revelations xi, 13; xii, 13; xiii, I. 
And as this great city, or spiritual 
kingdom, 
thus 
includes 
the 
chief 
monarchies of Europe, so, under an­ 


other figure, Babylon, Papacy, is rep­ 
resented as a “ woman,” 
in 
whose 
forehead was found the name, “ Baby­ 
lon the Great, the Mother of Harlots.” 
Thus is shown in some manner the 
various Protestant systems of Chris­ 
tendom 
which 
separated from the 
“ Mother church” of Rome, still her 
daughters, still related to her, par­ 
takers of her character, traits and 
disposition. 
Thus Babylon with her 
ten wards includes practically all of 
Europe, and Mother and Daughters 
of this same family 
name 
include 
nearly all of the Protestant denomi­ 
nations, as well as the Catholic Mo­ 
ther Church. 


W hat Is Meant by H arlotry? 


It should !>e remembered In dis­ 
cussing this subject that the language 
is figurative— that it does not signify 
that either the Church of Ro.ue or 
her Protestant Daughters 
are 
im­ 
moral. Tile thought is that the Church 
of Christ was primarily a “ virgin” 
company of persons, called out, sepa­ 
rated from the w*orld and its aims and 
ambitions— called to be saints and 
joint-heirs wjth Christ in His. King­ 
dom. 
To whatever extent systems 
arose amongst the followers of Jesus 
and became affiliated with any of the 
kingdoms of this world— to that ex­ 
tent, Scripturally, figuratively, they 
ccmmitted 
harlotry— because 
they 
were espoused to the King of kings 
and the Ix>rd of lords, and were to 
wait for Him. that at His second com 
ing they might become His bride and 
become associated with Him in His 
throne. 


It will not be questioned that Pa­ 
pacy became affiliated with tile Ro­ 
man empire and sat 
dow n 
on 
the 
throne of Rome, nor that the Church 
of England, as one of her daughters, 
became affiliated with the British gov­ 
ernment, an i now sits, representa­ 
tively, in the house ot lords. 
It would 
not be questioned 
that 
the 
Greek 
church experienced a similar betroth­ 
al and marriage to the Russian gov­ 
ernment. the Lutheran church to the 
German empire, etc.* etc. 
It. is on 
this account and in this sense that 
the Church of Rome and her Daugh­ 
ters—mother and daughters, organi­ 
zations of Protestants, are figurative­ 
ly called by the family name of Baby­ 
lon. 
Babylon* Golden Cup. 
Ender the figure of a woman cloth­ 
ed in purple and scarlet the Mother 
System of Babylon, 
long 
centuries 
ago. “ made all the nations drunk with 
her wine.” th* doctrines which she 
had in her “ golden cup.” (Revelations 
xvii, 1-6.) 
The “ golden cup” repre­ 
sents the Bible, the Divine Standard, 
or authority. 
It was misused when 
the wine of false doctrine was put in­ 
to it— when the Bible was claimed as 
authority 
for 
various 
erioneous 
teachings of the Dark Ages. 
This in 
toxicating wine which made ‘he na­ 
tions drunk, and which led them to 
support the “ woman” 
and 
to 
call 
themselves Christian nations, Papacy 
still holds in her hand, and still of­ 
fers to all who will receive it. 
But 
the nations are gradually sobering up 
and becoming less and less inclined 
to take more of the wine. 
It is not necessary to suppose that 
every doctrino presented by Papacy 
was 
false 
and 
intoxicating. 
The 
thought is rather that of commingled 
wine— that a stupefying potion was 
put into the wine already in the cup. 
As the golden cup 
represents 
the 
Word of God and its Message, the 
stupefying po'ion may well be under­ 
stood to be some of the doctrines— 
for instance, that God s kingdom had 
already been set up, and that the pa­ 
pal throne in the world is the Throne 
of Christ, that the pope reigns as 
Christ s vicegerent, or substitute, -end 
representative. 
Other poisonous ele­ 
ments threatened the people with pur­ 
gatorial torture, or eternal torment. 
if they failed to keep in lino with 
Papal authority—this claimed vicege­ 
rent. authority of Christ. 
The Protestant denominations w'er© 
all born under these intoxicating in­ 
fluences and raise theories. 
W hile 
they did separate from the Mother 
system, and did denounce her, never­ 
theless they held doctrinally to many 
of the intoxicating errors of her cup. 
Consequently 'hey, too. claim that 
somehow, they know not how, Mes­ 
siah’s Kingdom is set up and is reign­ 
ing. 
They, too. join in giving the 
nations some of the same dope that 
the Mother gave them, telling them 
that they are Christian nations, even 
though they la ve anything but the 
Christian spirit, and 
are

great guns and dreadnaughts

So strong Is the pow*er of this in­ 
toxication that the inconsistencies of 
such theories are not discerned by the 
intoxicated ones.
